Prof, L. F. Payne 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col­ 
lege poultry department Indicate.

fessor Payne’s account of the investi­ 
gations Is contained in Poultry Selene«. 
“Grass eggs’’ were especially prev­ 
alent on the market last spring. Pro­ 
fessor Payne observed, but no erpla- 
nation could be offered by buyers or 
flock owners. 
In less than a week after the hens 
were given free range In the garden 
In the spring, eggs from the flock kept 
by Professor Payne at his home devel­ 
oped dark yolks so strong in flavor 
that they could not be relished. 
Pro­ 
fessor Payne discovered tbat tbe birds 
were eating freely of shepherd s purse, 
which grew In profusion in the garden. 
Several flocks of chickens from which 
a large percentage of eggs offered for

MEXICO HAD 
8 00 ROOMS 


Tucson, Ariz., July 1.—The Pueblo 
in N orthw estern New Mex ico, is de­ 
scribed by Dr. Neil Morton Judd, cur 
ator of Southwestern archeology for 
the National Museum in W ashington, 
as the largest prehistoric apartm ent 
house on the North American contin 
ent. 
The Bonita had 8 00 rooms and 
space enough to house between 1200 
and 1500 persons. 
Ex cavations of the pueblo may lead 
to the discovery of a prehistoric rue*, 
hitherto unknown, 
Dr. Judd believe.-. 
Traces in the form of pottery , relics 
skeletons and hierogly y phic inscrip 
tions are ex pected to lead to archeolo­ 
gical revelations of the first magni 
tude. 
The Bonita contains 
evidence 
of 
the 
life 
and 
pursuits 
of the race 
which, scientists believe, inhabited it 
thousands of y ears 
ago. 
It covers 
an area of a little more than three 
acres. 
Four stories of

pueblo 
are standing, 
and 
Dr. Judd thinks 
there may have been a fifth. 
F urther 
research 
into 
the 
cave 
dwellers of Southern New Mex ico has 
established the possibility 
that the 
Carlsbad cavern, 
one of the largest 
cry stal form ation caves in the world, 
once was the meeting place for cave­ 
men of the

Reducing brooder tem perature 
from 100 degrees (at edge of 
hover) after the first week as 
rapidly as th e com fort of chicks 
perm its.

Giving nothing to drink but 
•kirn uiilk, butterm ilk or semi 
•olid for at least the first m onth. 
Giving no feed or drink till 
chicka. are 48 hours old.

chick grains giving only w hat la 
cleaned

m inutes. 
Giving no uiash th e first five 
days. 
A fter this sta rt gradual­ 
ly on mash, always preceding the 
tnash with a grain feed to pre­ 
vent overfeeding on the tnash. 
Placing chicks on full mash 
feed after the second week and 
reducing at sam e tim e grain 
feeds to only two or three tim es 
per day. 


Sand Supplies Grit 
Cover the brooder floor w ith sand 
and then several Inches of chaff from 
tho clover mow. Tki not have dust In 
the chaff, but the fin# particles of the 
clover heads aud straw s. 
T his gives 
the chicks som ething to scratch 
to hunt for their grain feed. 
Do not 
use suw dust on the brooder floor, as 
the chicks are apt to eat this and 
cause trouble.

of air must pass through the engine. 
Under field conditions this air may he 
laden with dust. The dust la absorbed

“Little wonder, then, that the rings 
need replacing, that there Is piston 
slap and that compresaion Is lacking. 
Almost any of the type* of air cleaners 
used on garden or neld tractors re­ 
move 90 per cent or more of the dust 
from the air. 
How foolish, then, to 
discard the air cleaner as useless.

eter and lay better without them and 
the roosters will he given an oppor­ 
tunity to recuperate. 
Still more Im­ 
portant Is the fact that Infertile eggs 
will keep longer. T hree or four days 
during warm w eather will produce a 
visible germ spot In a fertile egg and 
It will spoil quickly. Unless you have 
roosters which will readily Improve 
your flock next year, they should he 
disposed of anyway and better cock­ 
erels secured this fall. Swat the poor 
rooster.—O. C. Krutn.

Acting on requests foi 
assistance from flock owners In south 
ern Idaho, the veterinary Inveattga 
tors have traced many of the losses t« 
four forms of the disease known at 
necroiiaclllnala.

Foot rot, llp-and-leg ui 
ceratlon, a venereal form of the dls 
euse affecting breeding stock, and llv 
er Infection of young lambs througfc 
the navel. 
In the form of the dlseas* 
lust mentioned, affected lauiba Invar! 
ably die- usually before three weeks old 
The monetary loss la also heavy fot 
sheep affected with foot rot, since they 
cannot travel, and as a consequence 
are unable to obtain much feed. 
A 
similar result follows Infection with lip 
and-leg 
ulceration. 
Moreover. 
alcL 
sheep fall an easy prey to coyot«k 
and other range marauders. Tho ex 
Istence of any one form of the dts 
ease may lend to other forma in th« 
same band, a fact which sheepmen ap 
parently have not understood. Accord 
Ingly. the Investigator« report, the In 
fectiou of adult sheep must be con 
trolled if flock owners wish to avoh 
the fatal liver infection of their lambs 
M at Means ef Contrel. 
Treatment for the first three form» 
of uecro!>aclllo*i* consists In the us* 
of antiseptics and astringents, coin 
hined with the prompt removal fro» 
the flock of affected sheep. 
Medlclna 
treatment of affected lambs Is useless 
as infection involves the liver and soot 
proves fatal. 
Disinfection of the na 
vel for a day or two la sometimes beu 
eficial 
In prevention, but the beat 
means of control Is to keep Infectloc 
out of the flock. 
"Where the soil la not sandy or oth 
erwlae porous,” asy the Investigators 
“we advocate the use of a layer ot 
gravel at leaat two laches deep In th« 
lambing sheds. 
When covered wltfc 
straw, this makes a clean dry bed; and 
tha soli la not worked up as occur« 
with dirt floors.
